If Madison should use lake wa- 


ter, it would have a supply limited- 
only by the capacity of the pumps 
and water mains. Although located 
between lakes, • the city's supply 
available • for fire protection pur- 
poses-has-, always been limk»3d. The 
supply :is reasonably sufficient im- 
mediately about: the capitol park, 
for, owing to the foresight of the. 
Chief of the Fire Department, an 
agreement was had with fte state 
whereby the city was granted . the 
use of the state water main adja- 
cent to the park, on condition that 
the city maintain a fire alarm in 
the capitol heating plant. The real 
danger exists in(those most popu- 
Isited sections away from the park" 
and especially in the student ioom- 
iag quarters. 


Thus far,-the city has had. few 


serious fires. The absence of seri- 
ous- results has, by no means, been 
attributable to the sufficiency ox 
the water supply .but rather to un- 
favorable weather 
conditions; to 


the fact that the city has a fairly 
efficient fire department; tliat the 
council has been liberal in equip- 
ping the department with efficient 
fire-fighting apparatus and consid- 
erable attention has been given, to 
fire prevention. 


One of the reasons for the lib- 


eral action of the council is that 
most of the aldermen have realiz-. 
ed the limitations of the water sup- 
ply and believed that it was a wise 
policy to so equip the department 
as would enable it to make the 
best use of such supply as was 
available. 


One Perilous Fire 


Fire on occasions may bei as 


dangerous as disease and the fa<:t 
that the "City has been fortunate 
in the past gives no assurance that 
it ,piay continue to be fortunate in 
the future. To illustrate, take the 
case of the burning of the Findorff 
mill some years ago. As we recall, 
there had been some rain sp that 
the roofs of buildings were moist; 
the wind, which was not strong, 
blew toward? the center of the 
city; cinders, as large as .one's 
hand, were carried as far as Tan- 
ney park; something like two hun- 
dred citizens were 
pressed into 


service and men in dress suits as- 
sisted in handling the slimy,- greasy 
hose; later, the wind changed, so 
as to blow the 
burning embers" 


away from thev. city. Yet, under 
these conditions, the fire depart- 
ment answered more than twenty 
calls because of 'roof fires, awning 
fires, etc. It does not require a 
vivid imagination to picture what 
might have happened. 


Even with an unlimited water 


supply, a f ire - might .get beyond 
control. Our consciences, however, 
would be relieved if it were shown 
that loss of -control was. not be- 
cause ourv water supply failed. 


The city is chargeable, during a ' 


year;"' with the protection of prob- 
ably 10,000 non-resident students. 
Shquld. a conflagration occur in the 
student section,'. it :.is quite. possible 
that lives m'igit. be -lost. It would 
be serious.enough if our.own resi- 
dents, should lose'.'their, .-lives, but 
how :.-great would .be- the censure- 
helped, upon the city if .students 
should'perish .in such, a fire and it 
were-shown that the water supply

In this article little effort has 


been made to show the economic 
advantage of a lake supply. That, 
the cost of construction, mainten- 
ance and operation of a lake sup- 
ply system 
would be much .less 


than the cost of continuing the 
present deep well system is beyond 
question. At a little addition in 
cost, the water might be further 
softened, ^f any reader fere in- 
.terested in ascertaining the sav- 
ing to users of city water by soft- 
ening the water, the report of the 
special ivater softening committee 
(composed of eleven citizens) dated 
July 13, 1917, will furnish such in- 
.fjbrmation. That report shows that 
the saving would amount to $150,- 
.000.00 per year in 1917, which 
would mean close to 
$20,000 
per 


year at the present time. 


It is not expected that this ar- 


ticle will accomplish a change of 
system. The prejudice against a 
lake supply, while weakening, is 
yet too strong to ijxpect any im-- 
mediate change. 
As one citizen,
